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REMARKS 

Claims 32-40 and 42-48 are in the application. 

Claims 1-31 and 40 have been cancelled without 
prejudice as to the subject contained therein. Applicants 
have amended the title to their application to more 
accurately describe their invention. 

Claim 32 has been amended to more particularly point 
out the subject matter of applicants' invention. Cancelled 
claim 41 supports the changes to claim 32. Also, claim 34 
has been amended to address the antecedent basis issue the 
Examiner noted, and applicants believe that claim 34 now 
complies with 3 5 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph.

Additionally, claim 42 has been amended to now depend from 
claim 34 in view of the cancellation of claim 41. Further, 
new claims 47 and 48 have been added. Claims 32, 33, 34, 
35, and 38 support new claim 47. Cancelled claim 41 
supports new claim 48. 

Applicants have amended claim 32 to include the 
elements of claim 41, and in view of the Examiner's comments 
on page 3 of the present Office Action, they respectfully 
believe that claim 32 and the claims dependent thereon are 
now allowable. 

Additionally, new claim 47 has been added and is based 
on claims 32-35 and 38. In view of page of the Examiner's 
comments on page 3 of the present Office Action, applicants 
respectfully believe new claims 47 and 48 are allowable. 
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With the cancellation of claims 1-31, applicants 
respectfully believe that there is no fee due for new claims 
47 and 48 because the current claim count as well as the 
number of independent claims pending are within the base 
filing fee already paid. However, the Commissioner is 
hereby authorized to charge any fees due or credit any 
overpayments made to Deposit Account 501086. 

In view of all of the above, it is believed that the 
claims are allowable, and the case is in condition for 
allowance, which action is earnestly solicited.
